tion of His Apostles. Proof of this 
is found in James v, 14, 15 

„Is any sick among you? let bim 
call for the Elders of the Charch, 
and let them pray over him, anointing 
him with oil in the name of the Lord: 

„And the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up, and if he have committed sins 


they shail be forgiven him.” 
By encouraging this practice, it 
appears that Yonng was

times happens that relief does not 
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‘follow administration of the ordi- 
nance; it should not be any matter 
of wonder, ‘because the Apostles of 
the ‘early Ohurch, amid the wonders 
wrought under their hands, could not 
always obtain the faith necessary to 
heal. Therefore Paul gave advice to 
Timotby in regard to bis often in 
firmities.“ and in relating an account 
of his travels, had to say, Trophi. 
mus have I left at Miletum sick.“ 
Vet Paul counted himself not behind 
the chiefest of the Apostles, in 
signs. and wonders, and mighty 
deeds.” | 

All have not faith. And those who 
are able to exercise faith at one time 
may not be able at another time. 
Some men have faith to heal, others 
have only faith to be healed. But the 
ordinance should be administered to 
the sick to fulfill the law and to give 
them the benefit of all the faith that 
can be obtained in their behalf. The 
power to heal, alone does not prove 
the possessor to be a man of God, nor 
that his doctrines or principles are 
correct. Neither does the absence 
of the faith to heal or be healed 
prove the non - possessor a bad or 
unconverted man. But wherever and 
whenever the Church of Christ is 
upon the earth, the gift of healing 
through the prayer of faith will be 
exhibited, and any Churen from 
which that blessing is entirely absent, 
lacks one of the characteristics of 
Christ’s Church, and therefore cannot 
be His, but is destitute of His autho- 


provision made for the sick in 
this Church, is given in the book of 
Doctrine and Covenants, as follows: 

„And whosoever among you are 
sick and have not faith to be healed, 
but believe, shall be nourished with 
all tenderness, with herbs and mild 
food, and that not by the band of 
an enemy. 

„ And the Elders of the Church, 
two or more, shall be called, and shall 
pray for, and lay their hands upon 
' them’ in my name; and if they die 
they shall die unto me, and if they 


live they shall live unto me.” 
4 nd again, it shall come to pass 
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that he that hath faith in me to Be 
bealed, and is not appointed unto 
death, shall be healed. He who 


hath faith to see shall see; he who 


hath faith to hear shall hear; the 
lame who hath faith to leap shall leap. 
„And they who have: not faith to 
do these things, but believe in me 
have power to become my sons; and 
inasmuch ag they break not my laws, 
thou shalt bear their infirmities.” 
Faith is a force. Those who have 


experienced its influence and seen | 


its effects know this to be an in- 
controvertible fact. But faith does 
not come by the will of man. It is 
not the child of hope nor the offspring 
of desire. The laws by which it acts 
are not fully known to mortals. But. 
by its power the sick have been in- 
stantaneously healed, the blind have 
beeri made to see, the deaf to hear 
the lame to walk, the apparently dead 


to come to life, the elements to obey 


the voice of man, and the heavens to 
open to his gaze and disclose the se- 
crets which are veiled from unbelieving 
eyes. 

He who is Omnipotent works by 
faith. He calls light out of the 
darkness, he brings order out of 
chavs, he calls worlds into being and 
quickens inanimate atoms with the 
breath of life; and faith is the force 
by which he wields his sceptre of 
power, directs the creative energy and 
fills the universe with beauty and 
glory. 

It is a dormant faculty of every 
human soul, because the spirit of 
the children of men are the off- 
spring of God. Every seed brings 
forth of its kind. rthly life is 
not the period for its perfect exer- 
cise. But when the redeemed sons. 
and daughters of the Eternal One- 
come up to the measure of His ful- 
ness, Faith will be developed in them, 
with all its strength and

Now this restitution is to be accomplish- 
ed by nothing short of a second advent of 
the Messiah.

This glorious advent of the 

Messiah was the comfort of Job in his 

extreme affiction ; he could lift up his 

sorrowful eyes from the midat of sack- 

cloth and ashes, and exclaim I know 

that my Redeemer liveth, and that he 
will stand at the latter day upon the 

earth; and though after my skin, 
worms destroy this body, yet in my 
flesh shall I see God,” etc. This was 
the solace of Daniel in his captivity. 
He could exclaim, ‘‘ I saw in the night, 
Visions, and behold, one, like the Son 
ok man, came with the clouds of hea- 
ven,” etc. This same theme often 
inspired Isaiah and David, with an 
eestacy of admiration and delight, and 
caused them to pour forth their 


‘sweetest strains,—their sublimest effu. | 


sions of poetic inspiration; and this 
‘same subject seems interwoven with 
almost every page of the New Testament 
writings. Indeed it formed a kind of 
centre, or rallying point, around which 
hovered all the hopes, joys, anticipa- 
tions and comforts of the former day 
saints. In bonds or imprisoments, in 
persecutions and afflictions, in tor- 
tures or in flames, ; they could look 


forward to the coming of the Lord in 
joyful anticipation of a resurrection 
and reward.

This 
second advent, is what Peter meant when 
he said to the Jews, (see Acts iii.) And 
he shall send Jesus Christ, which before 
was preached unto you, whom the heavens 
must receive until the times of restitution,” 
ety. It seems evident then, that Jesus

FLoops.—Chattauoaga bas been visited by a severe flood caused by heavy 
rains. It has swept away the entire crops, including the cotton in the valley 
of the Black warrior, Alabama. It is estimated that 30,000 balea have bern 
destroyed. Late New Yerk despatch. 


Faming.—‘' The accounts frum the Province of Ceara, Pianulu, and Rio 
Grande do Norte (Brazil), continue to be of the most harrowing nature, and fully 
justify an appeal to fureign sympathy and charity. Many are stated to have 
died from starvation, and a population of above 200,000 are said to be in abso- 
lute want. The reports from the small seaports in these Provinces describe 
them as thronged with famished refugees from the interior, seeking food and 
the means of embarking for more prosperous States; and in many instances 
their families are represented as hiding themselves by day in the adjseeut 
woods from want of vesture and covering. The newspapers add that all the 
cattle in the interior have perished.”—To the Lord Mayer of London from the 
Foreign Office. 

The famine in Southern India is beginning to tell ina new form. Every 
mail brings home the record of the death of some zealous official, who in the 
overwork of a Madras hot sun has succumbed to toil or disease. The cholera 
epidemic, which is now finding ready victims ip the thousands of the relief 
camp, already reduced by Sir John Strachey’s dole of a pound of grain daily 
spares the British officials just as little. In the last list of martyrs to duty i 
find Colonel Vertue, RE, at Trichonopoly, Lieutenant D 8. Litton, at 
Raneepett, and a third relief officer, Mr. Mason, at the same place. So many 
engine-drivers have been lost from ¢xcessive work and continuous exposure, 
that Lord Salisbary is burrying out supplies of men as well as of locomotives, 
All the rain in the world will not give relief to Madras, or arrest the mortality, 
till February next, when the spring harvest is due in districts where bullocks 
and men are left to till the gronnd.”—Cor. English paper.

Betovep Salxrs,— A time of mourning has, fallen upon Zion, and it is 
feelings of profound sadness that we address this epistle unto you. Dur 
beloved brother, guide and counselor, our Prophet, Seer, and Revelator, Pre- 
sident Brigham Young, bas been taken from our midst by death. Surrounded 
by his family and friends, and in his own house, und in the city of which, utider 
the Lord, he was the founder, his spirit peacefully passed from this mortal 
existence into that state of rest prepared for the righteous. Though harassed 
and bitterly persecute, especially of late years, his enemies ware no! permitted 
to take his life. He has not been called by the Lord to die a martyr’s death; 
5 entire life has proved his willingness to endare even that ordeal, if it 

been the good pleasure of the Lord to require it of him. He has shrunk 
from no issue, and has been willing to risk liberty and life at the call of duty, 
even when his friends trembled for bis safety. . 

Ata ripe old age, in the quiet of his own home, he has passed to his rest. 
This is a consolation to us who survive him. Nothing that bas occurred to us 
since we came to these valleys, has touched the hearts of the Sainte like this 
sad event. He not only bas been the President of the Church, but a father to 
the people. Their welfare and prosperity, their preservation from evil, aud 


their advancement in everything holy and pure, has always been the upper- 


most thought and desire of his heart. In his love for, and devotion to the 
work of God, jhe has never wavered. During the thirty three years that he 
has presided over the Charch, since the martyrdom of the Propbet Joseph, bis 
knees have never trembled, his bands have never shook ; he has never faltered 


or quailed, However threatening the surroundings or prospects may bave 


been, he has never been dismayed ; but at those times be has exbibited such 
serene confidence and faith, and uttered such words of eucourayement, as to 
comfort and sustain all the people, aud to call forth ther love and admiration. 


The Lord, however, not only blessed him with valor, but He endowed him 


with great wisdom. His counsels, when obeyed, have been attended with 
salvation, and as an organizer aud administrator he has no superior. Of this 
the people of the entire Church are his witnesses, and our Territury, as well as 
the many settlements in the adjacent Territories, are his monuments. lle 
always had the counsel of the Lord, and none ever sought it from him in vain. 

Beloved Saints: We have been greatly favored of the Lord in being permit 
ted to live in this dispensation, and in having been led by two such men as the 
Prophets Joseph and Brigham. Of Joseph, the Prophet and Seer of the Lord, 
it has been truthfully said, that at his death he had done more (save Jesus 
only,) for the development of the principles of life, and the salvation of men 
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in this world, for the space of time in which he was on earth, than any other 
man that ever lived upon it. The Prophet Brigham has proved himself worthy 
to be bis successor. 

His labors the Lord has crowned with most remarkable success, his words he 
has honored and fulfilled, and those who have obeyed his counsel he has 
blessed and upheld. The time will yet come when his presidency over the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints will be pointed to as an epoch of 
wonderful events. In the providence of the Lord, however, he has been 
taken from us. Great efforts in prayer have been made, and constant admini- 
stration of the Gospel ordinance for the sick, to still keep him here; but the 
Lord has ordered otherwise. We must here acknowledge that it is the Lord 
to whom he was indebted for the wisdom and intelligence displayed by him. 
The béstowal of these gifts manifests the care and supervision wbich He exer- 
-cises over His people ; for these blessings are all the gift of God, and all ema- 
nate from Him. The Propbets Joseph Smith and Brigham Young have been, 
and vow are, in His hands as His instruments in doing His work, and so are 
we. We have the same consolation, however, in this our time of grief and 
deep affliction, that the Prophet Brigham had upon hearing of the cruel 
martyrdom of the Prophets Joseph and Hyrum—“ the keya of the kingdom 
are atill right here with the Church.” Joseph may be martyred, Brigham may 
die, so far as this life is concerned ; but our heavenly Father still lives, the 
- holy Priesthood and Apostleship, which He restored to the earth, still remain 
to guide and govern, and to administer ordinatces to the Church which He 
has established. Our beloved brotber Brigham Young has gone from us, to 
join the Prophet Joseph and the host of the holy and the pure who are behind 
the vail ; but we do not therefore lose the benefit of his labors. He is nov in 
a position to do more for that work which he loved so well, and for which he 
labored so ardently, than he could possibly do in the flesh ; and tbat work will 
roll onward with increased power and accelerated speed. 

The President of the Church having been taken from us by death, the 
Church is now placed in the same position that it was at the martyrdom of the 
Prophet Joseph—there is no Quorum of First Presidency. Speaking in Kirt- 
land upon the relationship of the First Presidency to the Twelve Apostles, the 
Prophet Joseph said (MILLENNIAL Star, Vol. XV, page 595), ‘‘the Twelve 
are pot subject to any other than the First Presidency, viz.: myself, Sidney 
Rigdon, and Frederick G. Williams, who are now my counselors (and where [ 
am not there is no First Presidency over the Twelve).” After the death of 
the Prophet Joseph, President Young, in speaking to the Saints, said: “ For 
the first time in the kingdom of God, the Twelve.Apostles of the Lamb, chosen 
by revelation, in this last dispensation of the Gospel for the winding up scene, 
present theinselves before the Saints to stand in their lot according to appoint- 
meu t. Here are the Twelve, appointed by the finger of God, 
who hold the keys of the Priesthood, and the authority to set in order and 
regulate the Church in all the world. Here is Elder Amasa Lyman and Elder 
Sidney Rigdon ; they were counselors in the First Presidency, and they are 
-counselors to the Twelve still, if they keep their places; but if either wishes 
to act as ‘spokesman’ for the Prophet Joseph, * must go behind the vail 
where Joseph is.“ — Times and Seasons, Vol. V, page 637. | 

Once more the necessity for the Twelve Apostles to step forward and take 
the Presidency of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints bas arisen. 
The same spirit which rested upon the Prophet Joseph before his martyrdom, 
in instracting the Twelve Aposties as to their duties and responsibilities, and the 
necessity of their bearing off the kingdom, has rested upon the Prophet Brig- 
ham during this past spring and summer. He released all of the Twelve who 
were presiding over Stakes, from those duties, sélected others to fill those 
positions, and taught the Church that the Twelve Apostles were called by 
their Priesthood to act in a wider and mere extended sphere than to be Pre- 
sidents of Stakes. All his teachipgs and counsels plainly. indicated that there 
would be an increase of responsibility and jurisdiction resting upon them, and 
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that they would be held to a stricter accountability than they had been. We 
cap now understand and attach an importance and significance to these teach - 
ings and counsels which we could not at the time they were given. 
On Tuesday, September 4th, the two counselors of President Young, and 
ten of the Twelve Apostles,—two of the Twelve, brothers Orson Pratt and 
Joseph F. Smith being absent in England—held à meeting, ard waited upon 
the Lord. With bumble, contrite, and saddened hearts we earnestly sought 
to learn His mind and will concerning us and His Church. The Lord blessed 


us with a spirit of union, and condescended to reveal to us what steps we 


sbould take. Elder John Taylor, the senior Apostle, and who has acted as the 
President of the Twelve, was unanimously sustained in that position. With 
the same unanimity, also, it was voted that the Quorum of the Twelve Apostles. 
is the presiding Quorum and authority in the Church. 

These things are so plainly indicated by the revelations and in the past 
history of the Chureh, that they could not be ignored, either by the Twelve. 
Apostles or by the President's Counselors. Hence, again, as a similar course 
was adopted on the death of the Prophet Joseph. the two C uneelors of Presi- 
dent Young—Presidents John W. Young and Daniel H. Wells—were unani- 
mously sustained as one with, counselor to, and associated in action with the 
Twelve Apostles. 3 

To facilitate the transaction of business, it was voted unanimously that, for 
the present, President John Taylor be assisted by brothers John W. Young, 
Daniel H. Wells, and George Q. Cannon, in attending to business connecteil 
with the Temples, the public works, and other Church afiairs of a financiab 
character. 

Iuquiries have arisen respecting the brethren who have been employed by 
the various quorums to work on the Temple. Upon this subject we desire to 
say that it is not intended in making the change that has been suggested—for 
the pay of the brethren to come through the Bishops instead of the quorams—. 
to release those who have subscribed through the quurums ; but only to put it 
in another shape. It is expected that the members of the quorume will still. 
continue to do what they have heretufore done; but the pay they have to make. 
will be made to the Bishops of their respective Wards, who should, as early 
as possible, ascertain from the various members of quorums in their 
Wards that which each one has been paying, and collect the same, 
su that they may be prepared by this means to meet the payments to the hands. 
who are employed as they come due. We hope that, instead of slackeniny io 
our efforts to push the Temples forward, there will be an increase of zeal and 
energy on the part of all, from the Apostles, through all the ravks of the 
Priesthood, to the youngest member of the Church. 

The Bishops in all the Stakes of Zion should make arrangements to have a 
meeting of the lesser Priesthood in their Wards ounce every week. These 
meetings they should attend personally with their counselors, so as to give 


necessary instruction and counsel, and also that they may learn the true con- 


dition of the flock over which they are called to preside. At 11 o’clock, a. m., 
on the first Saturday in every month there should be held in each Stake a 
general Priesthood meeting of all the officers of the Church. These meetings 
should be held at the place in each Stake most convenient for the purpose; aud 
full reports of the condition of the various Wards should be made in these 
meetings by the Bishops. lustruction and counsel can then be given that 
will have the effect to produce concert of action in all matters of a public 
character in the different Stakes, and that will reault in the spread of the priu · 
ciples of the Gospel among the people and the more perfect development. 
of the Church. , 
That there may be a correct understanding among all the Stakes of Zion 
respecting the time for holding the quarterly Conferences in the different Stakes, 
and the Presidents be enabled to make preparations therefor, we have deemed 
it best to make the following appointments for the Conferences during the 
next half year. It will be seen that in moat instances they will be held in two 
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Stakes upon the same days. This is unavoidable, in consequence of the great. 
number of Stakes.

As the time for holding our General Semi-annual Conference is approach - 
ing, it is very desirable that complete reports be prepared by those officers 
whose duty it is tomake reports. The circular, issued recently by the First 
Presidency, explains the necessity for and character of these reports. Blank 
forms have also been prepared, and have been published, by the Deseret Nets; 
for reports of Bishops and Presidents of Stakes. Immediate steps should be 
taken by the Bishops of the various Wards, and by others who are presiding 
over Branches, to obtain full reports upon all the points included in the blank 
forms. These, when completed, should be sent to the President of Stakes, 
who should, from these reports, draw up their rts, including as complete a 
financial exhibit as practicable, and either forward or bring them to the Cunfer- 
ence in this city. Before President Young’ sickness, be arranged for the 
monthly Priesthood meeting of the Salt Lake Stake of Zion to be held in the 
New Tabernacle on Wednesday the 3rd of October. General meetings will be 
held ou the tb and 5th, to which all the Priesthood and Saints are invited 

paratory to the General Semi-annual Conference, which will commence on 

turday, the 6th of October. 

And now, brethren and sisters, we exhort you to arouse yourselves and seek 
unto the Lord in fervent faith and prayer.

All the signs which the Lord 
romised to send in the last days are making their appearance. They show 
hat the day of the Lord is near. A great work has to be done, and there is but 
E. time in which to accomplish it; great diligence ia, therefore, required.

FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 


S. S. Wyoming, Sept. 21, 1877. 
About 200 miles from New York. 
Elder H. W. Naisbitt. 
My dear Brother, — After leaving 


— 


Queenstown, on the morning of the 


13th, we passed a fearful day—the 
storm continued to rage, and the seas 
ran high and fierce, while the rain 
continued to fall in torrents. 

Only those best accustomed to sea 
life escaped sea sickness. I took my 
bare of this comfort with the rest, 
which was not alleviated any by the 
additional care of sister Smith and 
little one. The latter has been all! 
right since the morning of the 14th, 
but sister Smith bas suffered nearly all 
the way, not being able to e me to 
the table more than two or three 
times, and then not to enjoy her meals. 
In addition to her sea-sickurss, she 
has suffered seriously from too hache, 
which she terminated on Thursday 
morning (20th) by having the trouble 
some companion extracted. So upon 
the whole the voyage, to her, with the 
exception of one or to days, has been 
a@ very disagreeable one. 

From Friday 14th, to Monday 17th, 
the sea continued very rough, with 
south westerly and adverse winds, and 
almost incessant rain, only. occasion- 
ally clearing off for a short time. 
A portion of Monday and Tuesday, 

17th and 18th, was fine overhead, with 
north westerly winds and smooth ‘sea. 
Toward evening, on Tuesday, fog set 
in, and continued during the night 
and a portion of Wednesday, 19rh, 
while crossing ‘‘the Banks.” The 
_ -ffternoon of that day cleared up, and 
| .afforded all hands an opportunity to 
take a good airing on deck. 


Thursday morning opened to view 
more lovely (because more real,) than 
a fairy scene in perpetual sommer. 
land. It was purely an American day! 
Even the san, sky, air and sea, were 
shown out in their full dress of regal 
American splendor! It was enough 
to animate the very engines, spars, 
and rigging of our noble ship, and we 
seemed to glide along with unusual 
celerity. About 2.30 p.m., we met 
and passed the S. S. Nevada, which 
was a pleasant sight after our rough 
and lonely voyage, shut out by the 


‘mists and darkness of the lowering 


clouds, and rain and fogs, from the 
sivht of sun, moon, or stars. 

Yet withal, our recollections of this 
voyage will not be unmixed with plea- 
sure. The associations have been 
very pleasant and ayreeable all round. 
All have been neighborly and cour- 
teons, and have striven to add to the 
convenience and happiness of others. 

This morning opened up wet and 
gloomy, with slight south- westerly 
breeze, but soon cleared off, wind 
shifting to the north-west, and sun 
shone out brightly, making all cheer- 
ful. We took up a pilot about 10 
a.m., and expect to reach New York 
to morrow morning by 9 a.m., or 
before. We got New York Heralds of 
Sept. 14th and 15th, the former con- 
taining a long and speckled article 
upon the subject of the succession of 
the Presidency of the Church, and

We have had considerable conversa- 
tion with fellow-passengers on ‘the 
„Mormon Question,” aud have been 
universally well respected and treated 
by them. 


Of course the utmost kind- 
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ness has been shown all of us by the 
captain and employees of the com-

Prest. Paxman then opened the 
Conference, and asked the faith and 
prayers of the Saints for those that 
would speak; he then called upon 
Elder A. O. Smoot to read the Finan- 
cial’ and Statistical report of the Con- 
ference, from April Ist to September 
30th. The Financial report showed 
an income of £684 128. 7d. Disburse 
ments £667 155. Op d., leaving a balance 
in hand of £16 17a. . The Statis- 
tical report showed—Branshes, 20; 
Districts, 7; Elders, 134; : Priests, 
44; Teachers, 20; Deacons, 31; 
Members, 891; total 1120, and during: 
the’ above period there has been 7 
Deaths, 18 Excommunicated, 40 Bap- 
tized, 108 Emigrated. Both reports 
were submitted to the Conference, on 
motion, and unanimously accepted. 
Prest. Paxman then presented the 
Authorities of the Church. 

Ist. That we sustain the Twelve 
Aposties and the Priesthood, as now 
organized in Zion, 2hd. That we 


sustain Joseph F. Smith as President | 


of the European Mission. 3rd. That 
we sustain the ‘Priesthood. laboring 
under his direction. 4th. That we 
sustain each other as Latter-day Saints 
by our faith, prayers and good works. 
ach motion was unanimously ace 
cepted. 
Ider Thos. Lockyer was the first 
speaker; he gave some of his expe- 
rience as a member of the Church for 
27 years, and also bore testimony of 
his knowledge as to who were trae 
Prophets and who were false, referring 
his hearers to the 24th chapter of 
Matt., urged upon all to be faithful 
and prayerful and watch the signs of 
the times, for he knew that the time 
of the end was near. ca 
Elder Claridge then spoke. He 
said he was like his brother who had 
just spoken, an unlearned man and 
not used to public speaking ; they had 
to come to the nations to preach the 
Gospel without purse or scrip, leaving 
at short notice, their farms, the forge 
or the carpenter’s bench, or whatever 
their business or occupation might be, 
and as a rule at their own expense; 
he was called on the 8th of April, and 
started on the 20th; he then bore 
testimony against the reports that were 
circulated in the. public press in regard 
to their late beloved Prophet, Brigham 
Young ; said he knew Brigham Youn 
to be a Prophet of God, and defi 
any one to show that he at any time 
taught that which was bad or demo- 
ralizing ; spoke also of the restoration 
of the Gospel by the angel to Joseph 
Smith, and of the progress and present 
condition of the Ohurch. 
Elder J. H. Miles spoke next, 2 
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pressing his pleasure at being permit- 
ted to join his voice with bis brethren 
in support of this great latter-day 
work; said bis desire was and is that 
he might be an instrument tn the bands 
of God of making known his mind 
and will to the nations of the earth, 
and he knew that if it had only been 
of man it would have broken down 
years ago. it was not Joseph Smith's 
work or Brigham Loung's—it was the 
work of God, and for one he knew that 
it was the Gospel of Jesus Christ and 
„the power of God anto salvation.” 
He also gave his experience with the 
people of Utah, and denied the 
statements made against them by 
their enemies.

been revealed by the Spirit | 
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lifying that he came to preach the same 
Gospel as preached by Peter on the 
day of Pentecost, the one which the 
Apvstle Paul referred to when he said, 
Though we or an angel from heaven 
preach any other Gospel let him be 
accursed ;” testified to its restoration 
in this our day, declaring that the 
Apostle when writing to the Thessa- 
lonians, clearly showed, that there 
should be a falling away” before the 
end would come; be then traced the 
fulfillment of prophecy through the 
first and up to the seventh century, 
and the gradual development of a. 
religious monarchy, followed by the 
gradual awakening in the fifteenth 
and sixteenth century throngh such 
men as Luther, Knox, and cthere, thus 
preparing for religious freedom, that 
the Gospel might be restored and the 
Church established in this the nine- 
teenth century; spoke then of its 
restoration through Joseph Smith, and 
of the renewal of the Priesthood by 
John the Baptist, and Peter, James 
and John; then showed the efficacy 
of obedience to the ordinances of the 
Gospel by many illustrations. 

The choir sang, ‘‘The Spirit of 
God like a fire is burning.” 

Elder H. W. Naisbitt then spoke, 
saying, The Spirit of the Lord is in 
the congregations of the Saints, and 
where the Spirit of the Lord is there 
is liberty. Said that in standing before 
a congregation of men and women he 
desired to be so operated upon by that 
Spirit that what he might say should 
be ‘* the truth and nothing but the
